It 
is because the Speaker has been kind, gentile, 
prompt, able and bonorable, and has won our 
universal respect by contributing to the 
diffusion of good will and the banishment of 
bitterness, that I bave bage delegated by pur 
friends on this sidg, to Ofer this resolution. 
If we cannot bave eral amnesty from our 
legislation, we can at least have personal and 
social amnesty, and in this spirit I trust the 
resolution will bave unanimous concurrence.

CUTTING OFF THEIR COAL. 


Gen. Lee’s Attempt to Destrey the 

Coal Works in Pennsylvania. 

{From the N. Y. Sunday Courier.) 

Ove of the chief motives of Gen. Lee’s cam- 
paigv, which culminated in the battle of Get- 
tyeburg, was to penetrate the coal-ficids of 
Pennsylvania. That this design was pene- 
trated ard defeated is mainly due to Goy. Ran- 
dolph, of New Jersey. From sure sources of 
information in the Soutb, Gov. Randolph, who 
was then Presidentof the Morris and Essex 
railroad, learned Lee’s purpose, and hastened 
to fygstrate it. Rapdolph’s patriotism was 
quickered by the fect that pretty mach bh 
whole fortune was engaged in coal, and Lee 
success would is ruin. 

Uncer these circumstances, and by prodi- 
gious cfforte, Randolph succeeded in convinc- 
ing Stanton of Lee’s design. He also-con- 
| vin ced Gov. Seymour, and thence resulted the 

haftty movement of the New York militia to 
Pevusylvania. When Lee crossed the Poto- 
mee on his last northward march, Uacle Sam 
bad on hand only five days’ full supply of coa). 
Could the coal mimes be teacbed, aad even 
temporarily ruined, every steamer and troa- 
clad would bave been forced to withdraw from 
the Southern coast in less than a week, the 
blockade raised, anc the South revictualized 
and me with material of war. 

Ewell and Early were perfect!y familiar with 
the part of Pennsylvania to be reached. To 
them, with a light column of about 23,000 
men, Was COmMmitted the taek of moving rap- 
idly to the coal mines, 

DESTROYING TH WORKS, 
floodi:g the mines, and tearmmg up the rail- 
roads. Lee was to iwterpose bewreen the 
rear of this cofumn and Gen. Meade’s army, 
to maueuver and avoid battle till the objtct of 
the raid was accomplished. Had it succeeded 
the rebeltion would have beep put upon its 
legs again and the war indefinitely prolonged. 

Gov. Randolph ‘‘saved the Union," if ever 
man did, by communicating the mteliugence 
| which ted to the rapid movement of the New 
York militia. Before Ewell and Early, with 
their columas,"could reach the Susquehanna 
in sufficient force to pursue their real design 
and dash . 

FORWARD TO THE COAL PIELDs, 


the New York militia were in position, and 
fairly covered with earthworks on the south- 
erp banks of the Susqueharna. Gen. John 
Ewen, with bis brigade, was pushed forward 
to Carlisle. Gen. Hall, witha division com-

Brig -Gen. Charles 
Yates, with his brigade and some batteries of 
artillery, —— at. the junction of the Sas- 
quehanna and Juniata. 

Ewall felt the linc pretty much for its whole 
eon bad a sharp skirmish with Bwen, and 
ford that he could not cross the Susque- 
hanna without exposing himself to be attacked 
in flank and on an extended line of march. 
Rumor, too, had magnified the numbets of 
the New York militia, and whilst the whole 
force on the Susquehanna never exceeded

of all arms, Ewall and Early epee’ them.- 
selves fhreatened by at least fitty thousaad 
men. The combined militia of New York, 
Pepneylvania and New Jersey, so hastily 
moved to. tbs front, was commanded by 
General “Baldy”? Smith, and it was his able 
handling of ve crude force, 
but one wLieh stood fire like veterans, which 
deceived the Confederate Generals, Com- 
pletely misled and alarmed, Ewell and Early 
called in ell their detached parties, and re- 
treated bastily upon Lee’s main body beyond 
Gettysburg. The New York militia saved the 
coal mines, and by doing to were the real 
wetrumentality which brought the war toan 
early conclusion. 

Perbaps, if the present coal war goes on, 
it would not be unwise to move them again 
into Penrsylvania, and rectify matters be- 
tween the mivers and the cna ag railroad 
cou panies avd the consumers.

We cam see no means 
of rescinding the Fifteenth amendment 
short of a revolution for which we 4re in 
no wise prepared, and we have from the 
first set Our face against so much as the 
pretense that we have our hopes set on so 
doubtful an enterprise.

It it does, the judges and 
the lawyers for it, with this in mind, that 
the suffrage part of it would be quite out 
of the reach even of the supreme tribunal 
There is no fear of revolution in that di- 
rectiop. But it is as unlikely to come up 
again as a political question as any other 
of the 1ssues of the past which have had 
the essential part of life taken out of them 
by the course of circumstances or the ac- 
quiescence of the people, be the latter 
forced or voluntary; thtrefore, in speaking 
of it, we speak of it as a fact, the material 
item of which bas gone into effect. The

The people who are down- 
hearted and sullen can hope for nothing. 
The people who are genial, self-confident 
and hopeful need never despair. Liberal- 
ism in politics means political amiability. 
That above all else is what we want, and, 
as it will cost us nothing, we should cul- 
tivate it. We want to get out of the old 
ruts that are yet smeared with blood and 
upon the open thoroughiares of lite which 
have been warmed by Gop’s sunshine and 
are blessed with Gop’s promise; and that’s 
what we mean by urging moderation upon 
public sentiment, for moderation is the 
first lesson in goodness gud good sense.

He saic he thougbt this relation depends some- 
what upon the relation of the funday schoolgto 
the church; tbat the Sunday school is a part of 
ihe churceb, aod the congregation or society that 
i> without one Is not fuliy equipped. Tae pastor 
ix the preaches in charge of ail the temporalities 
of the church, as class-meetings, commiuttee- 
meetings and official meetings; then, if the 8ua- 
dsuy school ts a part of the church, be ls the 
preacher to charge of tt, ex-officio Supertntend- 
cut, President of its eeciety, and should. attend, 
perbaps preside at its teachers’ meeting, and its 
Bible class. As @ pagior he has charge of the 
religious interests of the congregation. To 
the uncotverved be must “cry aloud and 
epere not,’’ and be must “feed the sheep.’’ The 
Sunday-schooi has @ part of the church member- 
ship, viz: the “*tnfant members.’ He Is the pas- 
tor, therefore, of the Sunday-school, and must 
here giso “ery aloua’’ aad“ feed the tamb:.”’ Hits 
reiatioa to the Sunday-sebooel does not end with 
preaching to the Mtle ones, or the foiming of 
ih m tate Classes for instruction, or in catechie- 
ing them, but he mat nurse them—ieed the 
lambs as well asthe sheep. He is emphatically 
the pastor both of” Lbe congregation ana the Sun- 
day-school. 

Mr.Chamberiuln said be thought the pastor’s 
relation should be most intimate with the Bibie- 
class. From (but class emaoa(ee the teachings of 
* the doctrines of the church, aad he thought it 

very 4mportant that tbe spiritual advisers of the 
church sbouid be present. He did not think, 
however, that the pastor should lead the classat 
all times, but kt Dim take turns with a haif 
eczen of the members of the class 
woo are Dest fitted for that work, 

Mr. Stevenson said it occurred to him that they 
Were missing the whole point. The question was 
Lot how much labor @ pastor could undergo, or 
whether it was best fer him to do this, that or 
ihe other thing, bul bis relation to the work. 
What are bis rights and duties? Who shall be 
tbe head and front of the.schooi? That is the 
whole gist of the thing, as tt occurs tome. I 
have known schoois which were held apart, or 
ata distance from ‘Rh: pastor, and I have 
known Superintendants to say “I don’t allow 
my preacher to interfere with my class."’ Now 
here were antagonistic elements, and who is to 
give way? Hedidn’t mean to say that tne min- 
ister sbonid lay his hands down and crush every- 
thing before him, but he sbould be the control- 
ing head. Here wasa great army of brigades, 
regiments and companies. They must have the 
eaprit de corpa—the spirit of the body. The 
Capiain commands his company, the Col- 
onel bis regimen, but+botn are subject to the 
creer of the cOmmander-in-chief. Now, the 
question ts, 1. the pastur dead over that church 
ornot? My object isto open the question. He 
said he did this because he knew of instances 
where tbere was a disposition tu throw the 
preacher «fl. He hoped tho-e who were wiser 
thap he would suggest how far they shouid be 
repressed. 

Mr.Relily caid he did not know that he was 
hepared to throw much itght upon the subjec', 
but he diffyred from Brother Stevenson. His 
Presiding Elder was his superior officer, but be | 
dc nied bisgigbt to control him in his affairs out- 
side of the Quartériy Conference.

After some further discus:ion, the box ques- c~ 
tions Were taken up and read, and commented 
upou by Mr. Shinkie. 

Mr. Z'mmermar suggested the idea of desig- 
nating the Sunday-school by some other term 
more expressive of its object. He thougat it 
shonid be called the childrens’ churq.. 

Mr. Moudy said he hoped to live to see the day 
when the word Sunday would n@ longer be used. 
It was a heathen word, !ndivating the worship- 
ers of thesun, The word Sabbath was simple, 
and it wasthe word school. He did not agree 
with Brother Zimmerman, because such a new 
te1m might be construed as meaning ing 
differert from the church, when in truth {t was 
su iriegral part of the church. He did not ap-@ 
prove of achurch within a church or a wheel 
rithin a wheel. He thought the children would 
tppieciate the rela:ionship of members of the 
vi-ible church of God.
